We reached the conclusion in our 
first article, that the obligation of 
church members to pay the legitimate 
expenses of the church is a debt due 
notonly to Christ, to whom we owe 
everything, but to our fellow men; and 
that the amount due by each one, is 
exactly his proportional part acco’ ding 
to his ability ; and that this obligation 
Ty ed by a contract expressed or 
ii . Now comes the question: 
How shall we inforce this obligation ? 
We answer: 

First, By faithtul instruction. This 
is what our people have not had; con- 
sequently they have not really under- 
stood their duty. They have confound- 
ed church expenses with gifts of chari- 
ty. They have been allowed to believe 
that a dollar given to defray the neces- 
sary expenses of a church is as truly an 
alms as it was given to a beggar at the 
door. Then the “voluntary principle” 

mes in, A principle in itself justly 

r teevery Baptist heart, but some- 
times most*sadly misapplied. Under 


_ itS soothing influence, church members 


sometimes reason thus: | 

“Qur pastor lives better than I do. 
His wife and daughters outdress mine. 
I do not feel it to be my duty to take 
the money which I work so hard fer 
and give ittothem,” etc., etc. This 
quotation is not drawn from tancy; we 
know just such thoughts, (and they 
sometimes find audible expression in 
words,) often modify the action of the 
brethren in our churcher. And what 
do they show? Most clearly they show 
the utter misapprehéhsion of their obli- 
gations. Thev would not talk that 
way about a grocer’s bill. And why? 
Simply because they understand that 
the grocer’s bill creates a debt which 
they owe by contract. Every senti- 
ment of justice and common honesty 
constrains them to pay it, and they do 
it without a murmur. They do not 
wait to be sued. They admit the debt, 
and because they admit it, they make 
no. doubtiul plea to avoidit. Now then, 
if these honest brethren really under- 
stood their obligation to their pastor to 
be a debt voluntarily incurred for their 
own benefit, would they not meet it? 
We believe they would. © Then let pas- 
tors, deacons and financial committees 
instruct the people rightly and fully on 
this subject. Let it be done officially 
and socially; in the church and the 
fireside; from the pulpit and by the 
religious press, till all shall come to un- 
derstand that the claim uponthem for 
chupeh expenses iga claim upon their 
conscience and their sense of justice. 

Taxe notice, we do not forget that 
we owe all'to Christ. We freely admit, 
that church expenses are as truly due 
to Christ as are our charities. He is 
indeed our greatest, and ultimate cred- 
itor. He will by and. by settle with us 
all. This fact we would mos: sslemnly 
impress upon the cbuici.es. 

But how does it afiect the argument? 
It actually confirms it. How can we 
pay the charities which we owe to 
Christ? See Matthew xxv: 40, and we 
learn that we discharge those obliga- 
tions by bestowing our kindness upon 
his “brethren.” In like manner we can 
pay him what we owe for the support 
of the Gospel, only by fulfilling our con- 
tracts with His servants, Let all these 
things be clearly-understood, and then 
ouftehurches, we think, will find means 
to do their duty.

THE EXHIBITION GROUNDS 

consist of about two hundred acres, 
fenced out of the immense park that’ 
the Quakerfcity has long possessed. The ' 
enclosed space is nearly a pyramid in| 
shape, the main building and machine- | 
ry hall being at the base and agricultu- | 
ral hall at the apex. Two small streams 
running toward the Schuylkill, cross’ 
it, forming two wooded glens called 
Lansdowne and Belmont. valieys, be- 
tween which, on one of the three ele- 
vated spurs, is situated horticultural ' 
hall. The art buildings adjoin. the; 
main buildings, Scores of state and oth-, 
er small buildings are scattered about; 
everywhere. The distances betweén 
tne buildi are not great, and if you 
do not feel like walking, a steam 

will carry you anywhere for five cents. 
‘Lhe grounds are. admirable. There is 
shade enough to rest in, variety of sur- 
face enough to be pleasing to the eye, 
and space enough for all the wants of | 
the great show. The department of | 
public comfort has provided benches 
all along the smooth asphalt ways, in 
the glens, and at all points where one 
would desire to rest. It has also pro-. 
vided every other accommodation that 
man or woman needs. I say this with- 
out qualification. No fault can rea- 
sonably be found with the arrange- 
ments for the comfort of visitors. 

We are now fairly inside, and hav- 
ing taken a general look at the grounds 
let us proc ed at once to 


THE MAIN BUILDING, 
which contains the best manufactures 
of every civilized foreign country, in- 
cluding New Prine f except Greece 
and perhaps some of the South Ameri- 
can republics. Thirty nations show 
herein their best. The building is 
enormous, and we may be sure that 
when we have seen oe 4 conquered it, 
we have whipped the fight. But it is 
not easily conquered, covering ag it 
does 21}. acres of ground, being over 
one-third of a mile long and nearly five 
hundred feet wide. A wide central 
aisie runs through the immense paral- 
lelogram, on either side of which are 
the different nationalsections, each of 
course having a handsome display on 
the central aisle. The building, out- 
side or inside, is neither architecturally 
striking nor inferior. The frame is of 
iron, filled in with glass and wood, the 
whole forming a building admirably 
adapted to exhibition purposes. ’ The 
vast structure contains eleven miles of 
aisles that our weary feet will be apt to 
tread again and , for here is the 
hardest work, and the largest amount 
of insiruction and even of pleasurable 
si f. ping. It is not easy to say

HOW WE SHOULD SEE IT. 


Perhaps the first day should be 
spent in a rapid survey of the whole. 
This willenable us to determine what 
we wish to see thoroughly afterwards, 
what to return to as time permits. 
There must be a method in your work 
at this enormous show, or you will be 
apt to go home With unsatisfactory 
recollection of each country’s exhibits. 

‘ln anmarticle of this length it will not 
be possible to more than glance at the 
display—mainly as anaid to those who 
arecoming.

The:show cases 
are varied afd handsome, almost be- 
wildering; but the whole section has a 
commercial look.

The Dutch section is rich in carpets 
from Delft, and curious things from the 
colonies, especially from Java. Brazil 
is next in an ornamental court that 
freely displays the green and yellow 
colorsef Dom Pedro. A case ot artifi- 
cial tlowers made from the bright plu- 
mage of Brazilian birds, ard a display 
of natural products will detain us here. 
Then wecome to Belgium, where a won- 
derful display of shaw! laces will detain 
the iadies. ‘The watches and wood 
carving of Switzerland follow, and then 
the larger section occupied by 

FRANCE AND HER COLONIES. 


Here of course the ]«xdies must stop, 
for are there not dresses, silks and sat- 
ins, laces, boots, tapestries, furniture 
and a $40,000 diamond necklace to be 
examined? But there are eaough 
things for masculine eyes. Both will 
be delighted with the bronzes and por- 
celain of this artistic nation. Just across 
the aisle is the British section, very 
rich also in pottery, majolica ware and 
porcelain. One firm of _ silver- 
smiths from Birmingham have on 
exhibition products wortn £100,000, 
one vase being worth $30,000. The dis- 
plays of the numerous English colonies 
are very practical, evidentlv intended 
to attract immigration. In the Indian 
section there are however many curi- 
ous oriental things. This brings us to 
thefursand groups of figures in the 
Swedish section. Norway gis not dis- 
Similar, and at the foot of the north 
side is Italy. Thisisa gem. The home 
of art sends mosaics, bronzes, jewelry, 
wood carvings, porcelain and other 
beautiful things fashioned by her won- 
drous art. You will come back again 
and again to thiscollection. We have 
“finished” one-half of the building, and 
are hungry. The restaurant 


OF THE SOUTH 


is not faraway, and we will go over to 
see how Mr. Ed. Mercer gets along 
keeping ahotel. His spacious building 
is well shaded, and surrounded by 
three of the greater*buildings—the wo- 
man’s pavilion, the government build- 
ing, and agricultural hall. Hehas his 
hands fullafter twelve o’clock, and his 
oé ularity is increasing every day. He 
10lds his own splendidly against the 
other large general restaurants on the 
grounds. About a week ago the club 
of 76, composed of literary ladies, dined 


in his rooms and Mr. Mercer present 
ed each of them with a $100 confederate 
bill as a souvenir of the occasion. He 
says Susan B. Anthony is the sharpest 
old lady he ever “met up with.” We 
indulge in a short siesta under the

OF OUB HUGE TASK. 

The antiquities of three South Amer- 
cau republics greet us as we enter from 
the west end, but the curious ginber- 
bread work in the adjoining Chinese 
section soon draws us away. This is 
the most interesting part of the build- 
ing. . It is small, but is crowded with 
joss-houses, lacquered ware, wonder- 
ful carvings in wood and_ ivory, gilt 
screens and a host of other articles as 
tine asthey areodd. Japan is natural- 
lv next. Her display isa grand one, 
and you cannot leave the innumerable 
articles of exquisite and costly 
workmanship without having a 
very favorable opinion of this enterpris- 
ing nation of the east. A good many 
Japs—some in their own costume and 
some in European clothes—are always 
in attendance to explain the articles on 
exhibition. Denmark’s exhibits are 
arranged ina series of courts, behind 
which is the gaudy display of Tunis. 
Cloth of gold and bril:iant scarfs are on 
everv hand. The Turkish section is 
incomplete at present, and so is Portu- 
gal’s. The Egyntian exhibits are com- 
pletely shut in byan apparently mas- 
sive wall. Within there is a deal of in- 
terest—saddles covered with gold em- 
broidery, stuffs made of silk and gold 
and silyer; covers for coffee trays, so 
rich that a single one is worth $2,000; 
rare and beautiful cavinets of ebony 
inlaid with ivory and mothereof-pearl, 
etc. Silk worm cocoons are displayed 
in all their various colors, amongst the 
natural products. The Spanish court 
is equally interesting, although 
more practical. Here are some of those 
wondrous tiles for church walls and a 
variety of art industries. The furs and 
ma'achite goods of Russia come next. 
In the section occupied by Austria- 
Hungary, we must stop long enough to 
see the matchless forms of meerschaum 

ipes, the chromos and the display of 
hemian glass. The ceramic art reaches 
its height in the display of pottery and 
porcelain from the royal porcelain 
works at Berlin. They were establish- 
ed in 1763 by Frederick Il, and have 
on exhibition a collection—not a large 
oue—that is insured for $150,000. The 
central vase is valued at $6,500 in gold. 
The paintings on these artic'es are ex- 
quisitely fine, and the blending of the 
tints of the ware with the colors must 
be seen to be appreciated. This collec- 
tion makes an American despair of 
home art. The hasty glance has 
brought us to the remainder of the ex- 
hibits of our own. country, which occu- 
pv the balance of the south side. We 
are at the wonderful display of the 
jewelers and silversmiths, which ex- 
ceeds those of any other country. Tiff- 
any leads off with an $80,000 diamond 
necklace, and the exhibits of Starr & 
Marcus are very brilliant. A little fur- 
ther up is a handsome case, on the 
central aisle, of surgical appliances, ex- 
hibited by the National surgical insti- 
tute, and in it we find, I think, the 

only exhibits

The History of a Grand Enterprise. 


From the South. 


One of the most ornate structures on 
the centennial grounds is the pavilion 
of the Pacific Guano company of Bos- 
ton. It occupies a beautiful position, 
about midway between the United 
States government building and the 
horticultural hall It is octagonal in 
form, and the platform at its base is 
reached at all points by steps. Upon 
this platform is arranged a profuse dis- 
play of tropical plants, such as bananas, 
sago-palms, cotton, sugar cane, fern, 
etc., etc. Ample seats have beep 
plac: d upon the platform for the con- 
venience of visitors while viewing 
these rare and beautiful plants. Enter- 
ing this pavilion by a wide portal, the 
visitor is introduced to a most instruc- 
tive scene. Here on shelves are shown 
specimens of the various raw materials 
enterirg into the composition 
of the commercial _ fertilizers 
ma‘e and sold by the Pacific Guano 
company. ‘he crude South Carolina 
phosphate, precisely as 1t exists in iis 
original formation, with neat minia- 
ture hogsheads of sugar and rice, bales 
of cotton and samples of tobacco are 
presented on the lower shelf while in 
due order, in glass jars of various sizes 
are exhibited the raw materials in the 
various stages of preparation of soluble 
Pacific guano. Also the raw material 
entering in'o the manufacture of oil of 
vitriol, and finally the complete fertil- 
izcrs as Offered in market. That the 
observer may gain a ready and clear 
knowledge of the various objects pass- 
ing under notice, these articles are all 
designated by descriptive labels. 
Contrasted with these productive el- 
ements are flower pots in which are 
growing planis showing the staple pro- 
ducts of the south. It will be remem- 
bered that this tertilizer is so extensive- 
ly employed in southern agriculture as 
to render its presence almost indispens- 
able in makingcrops. In the center of 
this room is a glass case of large size, in 
which a most remarkable display is 
made of fossil remains of extirct races 
of animals rescued from the phosphate 
beds of South Carolina. These are all 
conveniently classified and numbered, 
that the visitor may avail himself of so 
rich a source of knowledge. 

Ascending a flight of stairs, one 
reaches a second floor, where, from be- 
neath a handsome projecting roof, at 
points of which are pendant baskets of 
flowers, he mav survey a scene of life 
and beauty which it would be hard to 
behold elsewhere in the world. Be- 
neath and around, at everv point, may 


| be seen objects the most pleasing and 


the most instructive. Trees in their 
fresh foliage, greén lawns, rare and 
brilliant flowers, plants and shrubs from 
every Clime, fountains whose waters 
glisteu in the sun, the vast buildings in 
some of which miracles of mechanical 
power are being enacted, and others in 
which the choicest products of the 
whole world throngh ail the ages are 
displayed; innumerable smaller ones,

As we promised fo give tbe result of 
our experience in wheat culture for the 

resent year, we will state, that we 

ave only harvested nine and a half 
acres of the best wheat we had, and it 
made a fine turn out. 

The land was planted last year in 
cotton, and made about 1,000 pounds 
seed cotton per acre. About the 20th 
of November (after the cotton was all 

thered) the stalks were threshed 

own with sticks, and the land plowed 
with a two-horse Dixie plow. 
Fifty bushels of cotton seed were then 
broadcasted on each acre, and harrow- 
ed in with a two-horse harrow; then, 
one bushel and a half, “blue stem” or 
“purple straw” red wheat, (after havin 
been soaked in a solution of Masustomet 
was sown broadcast on each acre, 
and the land in thorougly harrow- 
ed. On one of these acres a few loads 
of stable manure and alarge quantity 
of cotton seed was put, and in the 
spring (March) 209 pounds of Ladd’s 
alkaline fertilizer was broadcasted over 
this one acre. The whole of the work 
was finished by the 27th of Nvoember. 
Now, for the result: The wheat was cut 
on the iast day of May, and threshed 
out in the presence of several gentle- 
men of the ee beans Sopot 
county, Georgia, where the w grew. 
It saieared up 203 bushels. The acre 
treated with stable manure and Ladd’s 
- fertilizer turned out 35 bushels and 2 
quarts. 

We forgot to mention that on the 
acre that produced the 35 bushels was 

sown 23 bushels of wheat.

Grant wants the Appropriations Con- 
tinuned—Efforts to Postpene the 
Belknap Trials, etc. 


WASHINGTON, June 17.—Bristow 
formally resigns to-day, to take effect 
on the 20th inst. 

The president to-day sent a message 
to congress calling attention to the em- 
burrassed condition of all branches of 
the government, if there should be a 
failure to pass the necessary appropcia- 
tion bill before the firstof July, or oth- 
erwise provide for the emergency. He 
recommends an extension of the pro- 
vision, and of all appropriation bills 
covering the present year, to the next 
tiscal year, in all cases where there is 
a failure to provide for the expendi- 
tures of the goyernment by the Ist of 
July. 

SENATE. 


Belknap’s impeachment trial was 
resumed. 

Judge Black, of counsel for the ac- 
cused, after consultation with bis col- 
league and client, was satisfied that it 
was outside the limits of physical possi- 
bility for this case to be tmed in this 
weather. Besides a large number of 
| witnesses for the defense were so far 
away that it was almost impossible to 
get them here by the 6th of July. There 
were reasons which must be obvious 
to members of the senate and were un- 
derstood by the managers on the part 
of the house that the trial eek, be 

stponed until about the middle of 

ovember. He appealed to the mana- 
gers tosay whether they had any de- 
sire to press the trial on the 6th of July. 
If they would agree to the postpone- 
ment he felt confident that the senate 
would accede to the request. He there- 
fore moved that the further trial of the 
case be continued until some conve- 
nient time in November next. 

Manager Lord said the day should be 
named, but that itcould be done here- 
after.

GENTLEMEN :— YOur communication 
touchiog the candidacy for governor of 
Georgia, for the ensuing executive 
term, was received a few days ago 
whilst I was holding an adjourned term 
of the superior court of Washington 
county. Hence, I did not reply imime- 
diately. 

You ask me to allow an authorita- 
tive statement that I will accept the 
nomination of the democratic conven- 
tion of the state for the office of gov- 
ernor. 

I recognize the right of the state to 
command the services of any citizen 
and his reciprocal obligation to obey, 
unless prevented by paramount rea- 
sons. Hence, if,contrary to my expec- 
tations, I should be called upon by the 
people to serve them in the executive 
copenity, or (to use your own language) 
if I should be “borne into the office of 
governor by the spontanevuus, unsolicit- 
ed movement ofthe people of Georgia,”’ 
I should act not under tha the impulse 
of personal interest or ambition for that 
office, but solely under that sense of 
duty which should govern every patri- 
otic citizen. 

Having received numerous private 
letters on the same subject and looking 
to the same end, I take occasion to say 
publicly, in reply to them, that I can- 
not consent to be placedin the attitude 
of a candidate for the nomination. I 
do not desire the nomination, and 
therefore, I should deplore to be placed 
in such position as might lead to divis- 
ions or increase the tendency to such 
divisions, already so apparent. I would 
rather “pour oil upon the waters” 
than to be, even unintentionally, in- 
strumental in swelling and infuriating 
its billows.

A NEW TELEGRAPH SYSTE %. 


The Discovery of a French Scientist 
Daring the Franco-Prus- 
sian War. 


L’Electricite. 


During the seige of Paris the gove~n- 
ment of national deience receiv d from 
M. Bou:bouze a proposition to estab- 
lish electrical communications with 
the province without the employment 
of wires. It was a marvelous method 
for evading the Prussian blockade; bal- 
loons and pigeons at once found them- 
selves entirely distanced. 

The Seine was to be utilized for the 
reception of currents which the enemy 
would not be able to intercept. Paris, 
thanks to her noble river, was to find 
berself morally deinvested. The idea 
had once before been spoken of, but 
had been relegated to the region of 
chimera. 

The pressure of an immense public 
danger, however, revived the concep- 
tion; and although few believed the 
experiment would succeed, it was in 
reality perfectly successful. The Bridge 
of Austerlitz was put in communication 
with the Napoleon Bridge and subse- 
quently signals were exchanged be- 
tween the National Bridge and St. 
Denis. 


These experiments were considered 
decisive. A physicist was dispatched 
by balloon, charged with theduty of 
fixing electric piles in the upper Seine, 
and changing our beautiful stream into 
a telegraphic line which no Prussians 
could break or disarrange. 


In the meantime, however,peace was 
concluded, and M. Bourbouze’s suc- 
cesses in this remarkable direction were 
forgotten. He, however,fully impress- 
ed with the importance of his discoy- 
ery, determined to work it out with 
that perseverance which characterizes 
him. The obstacles were innumerable, 
but none of them were insurmountable, 
and on the 25th of March last M. Bour- 
bouze was in a position to give his in- 
vention the sanction of publicity. He 
accordingly requested the rns 4 of 
sciences to open a sealed package which 
he had deposited with them on the 28th 
of November, 1870. M. Bertrand open- 
ed and read the document to the assem- 
bled members amid profound silence. 

The communication stated that when 
the two extremities of the wire of a gal- 
vanometer are placed in contact, the 
ne with a gas pipe and _ the other with 
a flow of water, the existence of an en- 
ergetic current can be easily ascertain- 
ed. An analogous result is obtained 
by putting one end of the wire in con- 
nection with any flow of water, and the 
other with a piece of metal buried in 
the earth. Or one of the electrodes may 
be placed in a stream and the other in 
a pond or well with the same results. If 
a pile be introduced into the system, 
the needle indicates by a change of di- 
rection the influence of the new source 
of electricity. However to render this 
modification evident it is indispensable 
to compensate telluric action. That is 
provided for very simply by means of 
a small element of cupric sulphate and 
acompensator. Bourbouze has cem- 
pletely established the reality of his dis. 
covery, for by means of an apparatus 
at 85 Rue Mouffetard be communicates 
telegraphically without wire with the 
Echole de Pharmacie. We have assist- 
ed at these experiments and the opera- 
tions which were carried on in our 
pr« sence succeeded perfectly, and noth- 
ing was wanting either in the "59 f 
or the exactness of the signals. M. 
Henry de Parville, in his articl : on the 
subject in the Debats, has in no respect 
exaggerated this unexpected and un- 
hoped for discovery of new principle 
of telegraphv. 


It must not be supposed however 
that the net work of telegraphic wires 
spread over the land will be entirel 
suppressed, for while a single cell is sui- 
ficent for sending a telegreine message 
over a wire a battery of not less than 
forty cells is required for thesame dis- 
tance by the system of M. Bourbouze. 
Still it is probable that farther devel- 
opments in.-thi- direction may develop 
extraordinary and unlooked for results

THE HEBREW SYNAGOGUE. 
Description and Interesting Par- 
ticulars. 


The onward pace of Atlanta knows 
no hajt. In this issue we prerent a fine engray- 
ing by ourartist of the splendid new Hebrew 
Sypagogue now nearing completion, situated 
on the corner of Forsyth and Garnett streets. 
Work was commenced about the first of April, 
1575, and On the 24th of May, 1875, the corner 
stony was laid. Past Grand Maste: Samuel Law- 
rence delivered an address, Grand Master David 
. Butier an Oration, and sev Henry Gersoni a 
ecture. 


THE EXTERIOR. 


The building is oriental in style, 52 feet wice 
and 89 feet long, constructed of brick ou a stone 
foundation, wiih basement. The building has 
two towers. The main tower is on the corner 
of the two streets, surmounted with an open 
cupola and spiral dome. 

The cutside of the basement walls are to be 
stuccoed with cement and blocked off to repre- 
sent stone. The windowsarew be filled with 
ornamental stained giass,now being manufactu- 
red in Chicago, aud the front steps are to be of 
artificial stone, with moulded buttresses. The 
100f 1s of slate, and the outside dressing of gal- 
vanised iron and composition sto”e. 

THE INTERIOR. 


The auditorium is in the modern style, the 
door deciiming toward the pulpit. The ceiling 
of the auditorium is divided into bays separa- 
ted by circular ribbed arches springing from fo 
liated corbells, and is perhaps the finest speci- 
men of its kind in the state. The front entrance 
is approached by a flight of steps, through a 
handsome door-way, flanked by two banded c>!l- 
umnos, with foliated caps, over which is a hand- 
some ruse window, 

Theark will be placedin a recessin the rear 
of the building, with a horse shoe arch over the 
entrance. The pulpit is in front of the arch and 
the reading desk in front of the puipit. Over 
the arch appears two handsome windows, with 
the decalogue On the glass. 

The pews yet to be putin wili be of waluut 
The en eee Ss about five hundred. 

The ark is of walnut, haudsome in design an 
will be ihe attractive feature of theinterior. The 
pulpit and reading desk is also of walnut. 


THE CHOIR GALLERY 


is over the front vestibule, being approached by 
a flight of stairs from the large tower. The 
front of the gallery wili be finished with walnut 
panel work. 
THE COST 

of the synagogue will be about $25.000. Under 
skillful management, it is now nearly comple- 
ted, and the members don’t owe a dollar on 
the work. 

As soon as completed, a neat iron rail fence 
will enclozethe yard. Among the ornaments of 
the interior the 

PLASTER PILLARS 
add much to the beauty, and 
are truly oriental in style, being the only 
work of the kindinthe svuth. These pillars 
are placed under esch arch, and have iuscrip 
tions in Hebrew on both sides. The inscrip 
tion on the right have reference to personal 
virtues,and on the other to soc.al virtues 
Each inscription is composed of two words. 
Rey. mr. Gersoni disp ayed great Biblical re- 
search in getting up the inscriptions. 
INCIDENTAL REMARKS, 

With a membership of less than sixty, this 
church bas done a good work without ostenia- 
tion or display They have worked s0 quiet y that 
few know what they have really accomplished. 
It is quite a feat to erect such a building with- 
out oWing one doliaron it. The synagogue is 
an ornament to the city and a monument to the 
congregation. In this connection it wil: not be 
out of piace to speak of the energy and pluck of 
Messrs. J . ee J Kisas, M Franklin, H 
Haas and L Cohen the building committee. W 
H Parkins is the architect. 

The cupola coctains a star or double triangle 
with one ray pointing to Heaven and another 
to earth, while four others poi: to the cardinal 
points of the compass, north, south, east aad 
west. 

Rev. H Gersoni has been unanimously elect- 
ed miuister for the third time.

Georgia Crop Report. 
Commissioner Janes gives the fol- 
lowing facts in his consolidation of the crop re- 


ports for May: 

Notwithstanding a large portion of the corn 
crop was plowed up and planted ove’ in conse 
quence of the cold spell in March, the condi- 
tion of thy crop on June Ist is six percent above 
an average. he stand is g od, except in bot- 
tom land, where the bud worm has been des- 
tructive. Its size is not quite an average but is 
oe | and wei! worked out 

The fall sown oats are thirteen per cent above 
an average. and « xtraordinarily fine in middle 
and lower Georgia. Thespring sown is six per 
cent below an average. making a differeuce of 
uineteen percent in favor of the fall sown. 
The injury by rust is only seven per cent, con- 
fined mostly to the spring sown. 

In middle and upper suutbe’n Georgia a good 
average crop of wheat has been saved, though 
the grain when dried will be somew!l at shrivel- 
ed from the effects of rust on the blade. The 
crop is estimated to be injured 21 per cent by the 
rust. 

The stand of cctton is excellent, and is repor- 
ted 7 per cent above an average. Its general 
condition, stand, siz2, avd work considered, is 
2 per cent bett rthan an average. &2 percent 
was chopped out by June first 

The increase of area planted in sweet potatoes 
is 20 per cent. 

The condition of sheep is 8 per cent better 
than usual, 8 percent were killed by dogs the 
last year, and 4 per cent died from disease, neg- 
lect and old age. 

Labor is reported abundant and more efficient 
than usual, Snpplies are tc»#rce anddifficult to 
obtainin nearly every partof the state Far- 
mers are generally practising the most rigid 
economy, aud avoiding, as far as possible pur- 
chasing on credit. 

Work stock are generally reported in good 
condition, tho'in some sections poor, on ac 
count of the searcity of supplies, butare gener- 
ally reported improving since small grain has 
been harvested; indeed, the small grain crop has 
in many instances, prevented the abandonment 
of crops by supplying, ata critical period, the 
neccessary provend.r for work sto k

farmers in the face of all the difficulties wich 
have beset them. Iudeed, they seem now, for 
the first time, t» gene: ally*realize the true situa 
tion, and to have buckled on their a:mor, deter- 
mined to bring victory out of defeat.
